Negotiable Asset? 


It has been suggested that there is another 
reason than safety, a reason hitherto not pub- 
licized, for the transfer of the $25.000.000 liner, 
the Queen Elizabeth, to New York. The ves- 
sel might be considered a possible asset in 
Britain’s efforts to add to her dollar credits in 
this country, with which she seeks to purchase 
airplanes, munitions and other vital war sup- 
plies. 

Certainly, if Britain cou!d sell the ereat 
liner, the planes she could purchase would be 
of greater war value than the ship herself. It 
must not be forgotten, either, that other cost- 
ly vessels, the Queen Mary and the Mauretania. 
of British ownership, and the Normandie. of 
French, are in New York harbor, too. Combined 
the ships would represent a not inconsiderable 
value. 

One thing is sure, the Allies cannot win the 
war without the goodwill of America. The re- 
ported billion dollar deal for 8,000 or more air- 
planes involves the supremacy of the air in the 
present war. Growing cotton exports are of al- 
most. equal importance, for cotton is an essen- 
tlal of modern war materials.
